3-Stage Rocket 


To Carry First 
Earth Satellite 


M a n -M a d e Moon Due 
To Climb 300 Miles 
In Only IO Minutes 


BALTIMORE .ft—A rocket re- I 
sembling a huge rifle cartridge, 
72 feet long and only 45 inches in 
diameter at its widest point, will 
carry the earth’s first man-made 
moon 300 miles into outer space in 
about IO minutes. 
The first public description of 
the 22,600-pound Vanguard rock­ 
et was given yesterday in a joint 
announcement by the Navy and 
the Glenn L. Martin Co. 
Martin is 
building 
the 
three- 
stage rocket, which is scheduled 
for launching from the Air Force 
missile test center at Cocoa, Fla., 
as part of this country’s participa­ 
tion in the International Geophysi­ 
cal Year, 1957-58. 
Martin said the Vanguard will 
be the “ first liquid fuel rocket de­ 
signed to be controlled without the 
use of fins,” an innovation termed 
“a scientific break - through” by 
Martin engineers. 
The rocket will be guided by a 
power plant installed on a semi­ 
pivot, making possible directional 
changes in the stream of power 
from the rocket’s tail. This plant 
will guide the rocket. 


THE FIRST stage will boost the 
rocket 
practically 
straight 
up 
about 38 miles above the earth. 
The second stage, which fits just 
above the first, will ignite immed­ 
iately upon separation and proceed 
on a progressively more inclined 
trajectory to an altitude of about 
140 miles-. 
At 
a 
predetermined 
point in its flight, the second stage 
rocket will jettison its streamlined 
nose encasing the third-stage rock­ 
et, leaving it and the satellite ex­ 
posed. 
After its burnout, at about 110 
miles altitude, the second—and 
third-stage 
combination 
will 
coast upward until it reaches the 
satellite's orbit 300 miles above 
the earth and about 700 miles 
horizontally front the launching 
point. 
Stage 3 will be given a spinning 
motion to insure stability on its 
orbit before the second-stage rock­ 
et drops off. 
Stage 3 has the task of increas­ 
ing speed up to 18,000 miles an 
hour, a velocity high enough to 
counteract the earth’s gravitation­ 
al pull.

MUCH CRITICISM has been leveled at 
the automobile industry for its insistence 
upon maintaining a continuous horsepower 
race. This criticism, all of which comes 
from 'outside the auto industry, has, until 
recently, been answered only by increased 
horsepower. 
John C. Guenther of Chrysler Corpora­ 
tion. however, has undertaken the task of 
upholding the manufacturers in a booklet 
entitled 
“The Horsepower Story.” 
Mr. 
Guenther, who is m anager of C hryslers 
product planning division, gives some il­ 
luminating facts on the advantages of 
higher horsepower and the increased en­ 
gine efficiency that has come with it. 
Criticism of increased horsepower has 
been mainly centered about the belief that 
this additional power produces h i g h e r 
speed and results in more serious acci­ 
dents. Overlooked is the fact that in 1940, 
when the high horsepower was 185, almost 
all cars were capable of speeds of 80 to IOO 
miles per hour. But the gas consumption at 
those speeds was terrific and the cars, m e­ 
chanically, were much less safe at higher 
speeds than present day models. 
What has increased along with the horse­ 
power is not the potential speed, but the 
efficiecy of the engine. A l t h o u g h the 
horsepower of almost every make automo­ 
bile has doubled since 1940, the potential 
speed of the cars probably has not risen 
m ore than 25 per cent. Most engines today 
will accept speeds of 50-60 miles per hour 
with no strain and much better ton-miles 
p e r gallon. 
As to the problem of speeders, the solu­ 
tion, as seen through the eyes of the auto 
industry, is the sam e as it always has been 
—keep fools out of cars, instead of stopping 
increased engine performance. 
There is less agitation than formerly in 
favor of a governor, or mechanical gadget 
to prohibit speeds over a set rate. T h i s 
might enable cars to retain the advantages 
of high horsepower and at the same time 
would provide a brake for those who take 
speed for granted. 


PUBLICIZED AILMENTS 
A P R E S ID E N T can more 
effectively 
dramatize a health development than any­ 
one else. That was evident in the case of 
the late Franklin Roosevelt, whose ailment 
stimulated polio drives. 
President Eisenhower’s heart attack has 
had a similar effect in spurring expanded 
research on heart disease. In appropriat­ 
ing $8.3 billon to operate several federal 
agencies during fiscal 1957, the House Ap­ 
propriations Committee approved $154 mil­ 
lion more than had been requested. Among 
other items, the committee voted $25.1 
million for the National Heart Institute. 
This is $3 million more than the Presi­ 
dent’s budget request and $6.4 m i l l i o n 
m ore than had been provided for this fis­ 
cal year. 


This increase is reported to have been 
inspired by the testimony of doctors that 
intensified research is likely to bring “ sol­ 
id advances in control of heart disease 
brought on bv arteriosclerosis and in con­ 
trol of high blood pressure.”

And no one s ailments are given 
more publicity than those of a President. 


George E. Sokolsky s 
These Days 


In “ The Cornell Daily Sun/' a news­ 
paper published at Cornell University, I 
cam e across a letter to the editor written 
by cowards who withheld their names. A 
person of conviction does not write anony­ 
mous letters. The letter is a plea to allow 
a “vigorous atheism to flourish in t h i s 
country.” 
To me, it is a curious document and I 
read it several times because I wondered 
what its authors were batting about. No 
one goes to jail for being an atheist. It 
; seems that what is troubling those who 
signed themselves “ Names Withheld.” is a 
very practical matter. I shall put it in their 
own words: 
“ The atheist is in a rather queer posi­ 
tion. ‘Testimony under oa th / ‘oaths of of­ 
fice,’ ‘the Pledge of Allegiance/ etc. wit­ 
ness this fact. More than this, atheists still 
face being labelled ‘Communists’ if their 
belief is articulated. 
“ What is of more concern now than the 
examples just mentioned is the promulga­ 
tion of theistic religiosity that is e m an a t­ 
ing from Washington. The invocation of 
the heavenly powers which precedes Cab­ 
inet meetings and the continual references 
to America as a God-fearing country all 
with the implication that a good American 
must be a theist is, we are sure, disquiet­ 
ing to a large num ber of our citizens. For 
while we are guaranteed freedom of reli­ 
gious worship, we are not guaranteed free­ 
dom from religion.” 
These boys, or they m ay be girls, or fac­ 
ulty m em bers, are undoubtedly concerned 
about the oaths that have to be taken in 
I the course of our existence and which m ay 
involve perjury. Of course, they have a 
way out; they can affirm rather than take 
an oath and I notice that whereas all oaths 
i used to be taken with a hand on a Bible, 
m any are now taken with a hand sticking 
ap in the air. 
But it is still an oath to God and if tin 
person, at the moment of taking that oath, 
has rejected God, his oath is to nothing 
and is ipso facto a perjury as some judges 
m ay decide. This can cause considerable 
trouble at some time. 
So I take it that whoever wrote this let­ 
ter up in Cornell wants all oaths abolished 
and the Pledge of Allegiance abolished and 
they object to Cabinet meetings b e i n g 
opened with prayer, which undoubtedly 
has done the Cabinet much good because 
such meetings are not now opened with 
the latest dirty story or bit of raucous gos­ 
sip which is so usual when grown, hearty 
men get together. 
Furtherm ore, these atheists do not wish 
to be labelled as Communists, but t h e y 
really should not complain. Lenin establish- 
edatheism as a state religion. The atheists 
undoubtedly must find comfort in the suc­ 
cesses of the Soviet state which is based 
on a rejection of a m ystical deity and the 
assurace that man is a product of his en­ 
vironment and that the environment, in re ­ 
lationship to historic time, 
determines 
morals and ethics among men. 
Surely, if God is rejected as the Creator,

City Council Passes 5 Ordinances, 
Holds 3 Others To First Readings 


In a business filled two-hour ses- s 
sion Tuesday night, city council* I 
men passed five ordinances, held 
three others to a first reading, e n -j 
gaged in a lively discussion on fi­ 
nancing a sew er system 
in 
the I 
northend of Hie city and w ere in-. 
vited to a dinner and a 
refuse 
clinic. 
O rdinances which 
passed in ­ 
cluded the following: 
1. Im provem ent of VV. High St. 
from N. Court St. to the railroad 
tracks (unanim ous); 
2. Allocating $1,440 as the salary 
for assistant city solicitor W illiam 
A m m er, who handles police cases 
only, and $100 for the 
clerk 
of 
council for supplies (unanim ous); 
3. G ranting sick leave and va­ 
cation privileges for special police 
to coincide with regular officers 
(unanim ous); 
4. Raising Fire 
Chief 
T alm cr 
W ise’s salary from $3,600 a y ear 
to $3,900 ( 5-1); and 
5. Agreeing to spend $10,000 to 
protect a force m ain which cross­ 
es the bypass, this money to be 
paid back in full by the State High­ 
w ay D epartm ent (unanim ous).

ORDINANCES which were read 
for the first tim e and held for fu­ 
ture m eetings w ere: 
A. R ental and eventual purchase 
of a m echanical street sweeper; 
B. R aising of M unicipal Court 
Clerk Ann Caudill’s salary from 
its present level of $2,400 to $2,700; 
and 
C. R eclassification 
and 
salary 
adjustm ents of em ployes 
in 
the 


city’s w ater and sew age 
d ep art­ 
m ents.
